They determiued first, however, to try and settle all 
difficulties, by- an effort either to obtain some guarantees from the North 
tlbat their rights would be respected, or to separate peaceably, if pegsf- 
ble* For this purpose, offers of compromise wore made by Souther* 
members of Congress, apd a Peace Convention assembled in TVashiagr- 
ton city; and Cpjamissioners were, also^sent to Washington'city frem 
Sotith Carolina; but all to no purpose: Hence the States now own- 
posing tb«,Southern Confederacy seceded by the adoption of ordinances 
©^secession, which were adopted in State Conventions in the order in 
which they are here presented :
